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Council defends school 
transport decision 
as the row rumbles on 


THE savings that 
would have been 
made by the Vale 
Council if it had 
introduced a charge 
for school and col¬ 
lege transport for 
over-16s will have to 
be made from else¬ 
where in the educa¬ 
tion budget. 

Last week, the council 


decided it would contin¬ 
ue to provide free school 
transport for over-16s 
following opposition 
from its own scrutiny 
committee, school teach¬ 
ers, governors and par¬ 
ents, who all argued 
against it. 

The council had origi¬ 
nally considered cutting 
the service to make sav¬ 
ings in the education 
budget.

The Vale cabinet 
member for education, 
Coun Tony Hampton, 
said: “We had 1,117 
responses to the consul¬ 
tation exercise and all of 
these were against the 
scrapping of, or charging 
for over-16s transport.

Dying Vale widow 
was swindled 
heartless gang 


by 


A terminally-ill 
Sully widow was 
“emotionally 
destroyed” after a 
gang of six ‘trav¬ 
ellers’ conned her 
out of more than 
£270,000 by claim¬ 
ing to have carried 
out work at her 
home, Cardiff 
Crown Court 
heard. 

The men, who dealt 
only in cash, used a 
Cardiff estate agent’s 
bank account to have 
£115,000 laundered, said 
prosecutor Michael 
Jones. 

Mrs Anne Comock of 
Dunster Drive, Sully, 
was “systematically 
swindled”. 

She broke down when 
her daughter told her 
what had happened. 

Sean White (25) of 
Century Wharf, Cardiff, 
was jailed for two years 
after he pleaded guilty to 
two charges of convert¬ 
ing criminal property. 

Judge Paul Thomas 
said that White had 
allowed his bank account 
to be used for the stolen 
cash by the gang, who 
have not been traced. 

White, said the judge, 
deliberately closed his 
eyes to what was going 
on. 

“Without thoroughly 
dishonest people like 
you, the men who swin¬ 
dled Mrs Cornock could 
not have prospered so 
easily”. 

Mr Jones said White 
allowed the cash to be 
paid into his account and 
knew from the start that 
the money was “dodgy”.

Cornock, aged 76, a 
widow and a former 
bank employee who was 
known to be “cautious 
and prudent” in all finan¬ 
cial matters. 

She had roughly 
£300,000. 

She died in a cancer 
hospice in Penarth last 
year. She also suffered 
from mild dementia. 

Her daughter discov¬ 
ered that large sums of 
money had been with¬ 
drawn from her account, 
including ISAs. The 
family was so alarmed 
that the police were con¬ 
tacted. 

Mrs Cornock told 
them the men had relaid 
her drive, but afterwards 
they constantly confront¬ 
ed her, claiming she 
owed them more and 
more money, Mr Jones 
added. 

“There is no doubt 
they took advantage of 
this lady, confusing her.” 
he said. 

They told her that 
White was an accountant 
acting for the workmen. 

The first amount she 
paid came to £60,000 
and this “absolutely 
threw her”. 

She was worried by 
the men and a further 
£55,000 changed hands. 

White was arrested in 
his Crwys Road office 
and told the police: “I 
knew this would happen 
and I knew you would be 
coming for me.” 

He said he had 
thought about going to 
the police himself 
because the men had 
intimidated him, bom¬ 
barding him with tele¬ 


phone calls. 

He said his profit from 
the crime was £2,000, 
and that he had bad per¬ 
sonal debts and had also 
taken a loan of £22,000. 

He claimed that he 
didn’t realise that Mrs 
Cornock was involved, 
and said he thought it 
could have been drugs 
money. 

The £2,000 was “to 
kind of keep him quiet”. 

Mr Jones said it was 
discovered that a total of 
£272,310 had been paid 
out of her account. 

Defence counsel 
Jeremy Jenkins said that 
White was not directly 
involved in the swindle, 
but he was the conduit 
for the money and facili¬ 
tated the way in which it 
was laundered. 

The men, he added, 
were “of the travellers’ 
community and he knew 
them only by nick¬ 
names.” 

Mr Jenkins said that 
they would stop at noth¬ 
ing. 

Sometimes they 
would quarrel among 
themselves, when knives 
would be produced. 

“He accepts he should 
have contacted the police 
immediately. He and his 
family have faced 
threats.” 


disadvantage any young 
person who wishes to 
continue their education 
beyond 16, and we have 
decided to maintain our 
funding of this service. 

“We will, however, be 
investigating ways to 
monitor the use of the 
service - to ensure we 
are not funding any 
places on school or serv¬ 
ice buses that are not 
fully utilised.” 

Coun Leader Gordon 
Kemp, pointed out: 
“Cutting the transport for 
over-16s, which the 
council is not legally 
required to provide, 
would have saved the 
council £175,000 in the 
remainder of this aca¬ 
demic year, and 
£300,000 in 2011 to 2012 
onwards.” 

He warned: “The cur¬ 
rent economic climate is 
having a devastating 
effect on all council 
budgets and our educa¬ 
tion department has to 
save £3 million over the 
next two years. The sav¬ 
ings we would have 
made by cutting free 
transport for over-16s 
will require savings else¬ 
where in the education 
budget. 

“Post compulsory edu¬ 
cation, that is education 
for over-16s, is directly 
funded by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. I 
would like to see the 
Assembly fund the whole 
cost of educating our 16- 
plus students and that 
includes transport.” 

Assembly involve¬ 
ment was a point that 
Conservative AM Alun 
Cairns was keen to stress, 
pointing out that when he 
proposed a measure in 
the Assembly which 
would have made provid¬ 
ing transport for the post- 
16 age group obligatory 
on all councils in Wales, 
Labour and Plaid AMs 
had been opposed to it. 

He said: “If that meas¬ 
ure had been passed, 
there would have been no 
question of the Vale 
Council having to make 
any decision. It would

have been out of their 
hands.” 

But Coun Neil Moore, 
the Leader of the Labour 
Group on the Vale 
Council slammed the 
cabinet for trying to 
rewrite history. 

He said: “In a cabinet 
report last November, 
entitled ‘Transport 
Arrangements for 

Learners Aged 16-19’, 
the Tory Vale cabinet 
agreed to consult with 
stakeholders on the 
removal of free transport 
for students over com¬ 
pulsory school age. 

“The Tories obviously 
wanted to scrap this free 
transport, otherwise they 
would not have proposed 
it. However, before they 
could bring in this dra¬ 
conian plan, they had to 
consult those affected 
before implementing 
their plan. 

“The consultation is 
now over and a campaign 
against their plans by 
pupils, parents, teachers 
and Labour councillors 
has shown the amount of 
resentment to this change 
in policy. 

“Not surprisingly, the 
Tory cabinet have now 
agreed to abandon their 
plans to scrap the plan, 
but they are not content 
to leave it there. To add 
insult to the pupils and 
families who would have 
been affected, the Tory 
cabinet has put out a 
press release saying: 
‘Vale cabinet saves free 
school transport for 16- 
year-olds’. 

“I am flabbergasted 
by the attempt of the 
council to rewrite history. 
They clearly had plans to 
scrap school transport for 
pupils over-16, but you 
would not know it, if you 
read their recent press 
and web statements!” 

Plaid parliamentary 
candidate Dr Ian Johnson 
told The GEM he wel¬ 
comed the fact that those 
aged 16-19 would con¬ 
tinue to receive free 
transport: “This is excel¬ 
lent news for parents and 
pupils at a wide range of 
schools in the Vale, but 
especially for those in 
faith schools who have to 
travel outside of the Vale 
and would be financially 
penalised for this. 

“This was a flawed 
plan from the outset, as 
was recognised by more 
than 1,100 respondents 
who disagreed with both 
of the options given by 
the Vale Council.”

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Pay rise: ‘councillors 
should remember 
the low paid workers’ 


1 WAS surprised to hear 
of the proposal to give 
Vale councillors a pay 
rise of 4 per cent, although 
I understand that this was 
the recommendation of an 
outside body. 

I know how hard councillors 
work for their current basic 
allowance of £13,356, but this is 
not a full time job. 

The full time low paid workers 
on minimum pay of £5.80 an 


hour, if over 22 years old, will be 
earning little if any over the basic 
allowance of a councillor. 

These are the front line work¬ 
ers, such as cleaners and care 
workers, on whom we all depend. 

These low-paid workers have 
had less than inflation pay rises 
for the past two years and this 
year might well have a pay 
freeze. 

Senior management in the Vale 
have received over-inflation pay 
settlements in recent years. While 


the average public sector pay rise 
for last year was 2.5 per cent, the 
chief executive actually got 14.3 
per cent. 

These payments all come out 
of our council tax and when it is a 
struggle to maintain our main-line 
services, I urge councillors and 
senior management to be prudent 
salary-wise and have no more 
increase percentage-wise than the 
lowest paid workers.

THE weather pat¬ 
tern has changed 
somewhat this 
month, and the bees 
are responding 
accordingly; rising 
temperatures and 
drier conditions 
have seen the bees 
out foraging. 

Spring is definitely on 
the way, pussy willow 
catkins are now out, as 
are celandines and cro¬ 
cuses. All of these are 
providing pollen sources 
for the bees, many of 
which I have observed 
returning to their respec¬ 
tive hives with pollen 
sacs very full. 

As yet, no real inter¬ 
nal inspection of a hive 
has been carried out - 
this act will require 
much warmer condi¬ 
tions. However, I have 
cleaned hive parts and 
made up new frames 
with new beeswax foun¬ 
dation in them. One an 
in-depth inspection of 
any of the hives is car¬ 
ried out, items will be 
replaced as per require¬ 
ments. 

So far this year, I have 
carried out one Varroa 
mite check on each of 
the five hives at the api¬ 
ary and the results are 
very encouraging, but as 


the queen will be 
increasing her egg-lay¬ 
ing rate in the coming 
weeks, the mite numbers 
can be expected to fol¬ 
lows suit. 

The last chemical 
treatment my hives had 
was carried out in 
October 09 and the low 
mite counts I am observ¬ 
ing now are a conse¬ 
quence of that treatment. 
No further treatment will 
be carried out (chemical) 
as in essence the honey- 
flow is about to get 
under way, especially in 
my case, as oilseed rape 
will soon be coming into 
bloom and given fair 
weather, the bees will 
take full advantage of 
this early harvest. 

Not all beekeepers 
like the honey from the 
oilseed rape as it needs a 
different approach to the 
removal from the hive 
and in the bottling. 

For myself, I don’t 
mind it one bit, and as 
the bees love it anyway, 
I have no choice. 

So the apiary at 
Fonmon is coming to 
life; what will this year 
bring? It is the intention 
of Cardiff, the Valley & 
the Vale Beekeeping 
Association to embark 
on a queen rearing 
scheme this year. For 


many of us, this will be a 
new and interesting ven¬ 
ture and will be of bene¬ 
fit to beekeepers new 
and old, should it bear 
fruit. 

Not forgetting the 
bees which are being 
established at Dyffryn 
Gardens. They are doing 
very well. All three hives 
have come through the 
winter, and much activi¬ 
ty is observed on each 
visit. 

These bees have the 
advantage of much for¬ 
age within the Dyffryn 
Garden complex itself; 
in particular the beds of 
purple and white 
heathers. All in all, 
things look very good, 
given suitable weather 
conditions, perhaps a 
honey crop may be had 
this season. 

Much activity is 
afoot. We have many 
new beekeepers in the 
offing, and I will be 
reporting on their for¬ 
tunes (or lack of same) 
as time goes on. The 
April notes will hopeful¬ 
ly be more extensive - it 
is bound to be spring for 
real then, will it not?

Night-time helicopter withdrawal 
sparks an angry protest campaign

A CAMPAIGN has 
been launched on 
both sides of the 
Bristol Channel to 
fight proposals to 
reduce the cover 
provided by the air- 
sea rescue helicop¬ 
ter at RAF 
Chivenor. 

Most of the rescue 
flights to deal with emer¬ 
gencies along the coast 
and also in the Brecon 
Beacons, come from the 
Devon air base but the 
Ministry of Defence has 
announced that it wishes 
to cut the service provid¬ 
ed by the crews at 
Chivenor from a 24- 
hour-a-day cover to 12 
hours. 

Emergencies that take 
place at night, when 
Chivenor will be off-line, 
will be dealt with by hel¬ 
icopters based either at 
RAF Culdrose, which is 
at the tip of Cornwall, or 
RAF Valley on Anglesey. 
The changes would come 


into effect in 2012. 

The protest campaign 
originated in the West 
Country and has already 
gained the backing of 
Cornwall and Devon 
County Councils; Devon 
Police, district councils 
in the area, a number of 
MPs as well as groups 
involved with sea based 
activities including sub 
aqua clubs, canoeists, 
surfers, yacht owners and 
fishermen. The British 
Mountaineering Council 
has also protested. 

Support is now being 
sought on the Welsh side 
of the channel and coun¬ 
cils along the coast are 
getting involved. 

An e-mail from 
Ilfracombe Town 

Council has been sent to 
councils seeking support 
for the campaign. The 
campaigners argue that 
cover for the area served 
by Chivenor would only 
be available if helicop¬ 
ters are not already 
involved in operations in 


their own areas. 

During 2009, 

Chivenor handled the 
highest number of call¬ 
outs at 339 - compared to 
300 from Culdrose and 
315 from Anglesey. 

A third of the calls 
received were at night 
and there are fears that 
the two other stations 
will not be able to cope 
with an extra 100 night 
time emergencies a year, 
on top of their own call¬ 
outs. 

Flying time from 
Culdrose to the Bristol 
Channel is half an hour, 
with the arrival time 
from Anglesey put at one 
hour - assuming good 
flying conditions. 

There are no second 
helicopters and stand-by 
crews in any of the sta¬ 
tions, so once the heli¬ 
copter is out, there will 
be no cover for their area. 

The Culdrose station 
covers the Isles of Scilly 
and islanders depend on 
its helicopter for all med¬ 


ical evacuations at night. 
Lundy, which has up to 
200 residents, relies on 
Chivenor for this service. 

Search and rescue 
teams are also concerned 
about the delays in 
arrival times because hel¬ 
icopters can search large 
areas quickly especially 
at sea. 

Chivenor is also used 
by the NHS for the trans¬ 
fer of critically-ill 
patients between hospi¬ 
tals at night because air 
ambulances do not oper¬ 
ate then. 

A Facebook site to 
save the 24-hour service 
has been set up, and it 
already has 10,000 
names. 

The campaign is being 
backed by Coun Jeff 
James, who represents 
Rhoose and is a cabinet 
member on the Vale 
Council. 


“I am shocked that this 
cut-back is being pro¬ 
posed,” he said. “It is 
devastating. We need the 
24-hour cover from 
Chivenor in view of the 
extra travelling time 
from these other bases. 

“All the coastal 
authorities in south 
Wales must take this up 
and join the fight.” 

Coun James represents 
the Vale Council on the 
Severnside and Bristol 
Channel Authorities 
Group and he will put 
this on the agenda for its 
next meeting. 

“I am also appalled 
that, as a local authority 
affected, the Vale 
Council has not been 
consulted by the Ministry 
of Defence,” he said. 

“I will be asking the 
officers to contact West 
Country councils to 
obtain details of their 
campaign.” 

Coun David Deere, 
Conservative leader on 
Porthcawl Town Council, 
said that the RAF heli¬ 
copter from Chivenor 
was a familiar sight to 
residents. 

He said: “I am very 
concerned that there are 


plans to curtail this serv¬ 
ice. 

“We are a major 
tourism resort with thou¬ 
sands of visitors here in 
the summer. This propos¬ 
al will have a major 
impact on the safety of 
everyone using the sea 
along the south Wales 
coast.” 

Coun Deere is to raise 
this issue at the next 
meeting of the council 
with a view to pledging 
support for the campaign. 

He added: “We have 
decision-makers at the 
Ministry who obviously 
do not understand the 
strong tides and currents 
we have in the Bristol 
Channel and fail to 
realise how easy it is for 
swimmers and others to 
get into difficulties.” 

Coun Russell Downe, 
Mayor of Llantwit 
Major, said that he was 
shocked by the news. He 
said: “I have been in a 
rescue helicopter myself 
after I was involved in a 
car crash and I can testify 
personally as to how 
effective they are in get¬ 
ting quickly to the scene 
of an incident and evacu¬ 
ating people. This is a 
vital service.” 

Coun Downe said that 
the Bristol Channel had 
the second highest rise 
and fall of tide in the 


world, and that factor 
also had to be consid¬ 
ered. 

“Llantwit beach 
attracts a lot of visitors 
especially in the summer 
and although we rely on 
the lifeboat at Atlantic 
College, there are times 
when the helicopter has 
to be called in for a res¬ 
cue. 

“We cannot have 
unnecessary delays. We 
are dealing with life and 
death situations.” 

Bridgend Town 
Council discussed the sit¬ 
uation at its meeting last 
Monday and agreed to 
lodge a holding objection 
while more information 
is obtained. 


“We must keep this 
service operating 24 
hours a day from 
Chivenor,” said council 
leader David Unwin. 
“Seeing the Sea King 
helicopter is a very wel¬ 
come sight when there’s 
an emergency going on 
along the coast at 
Southerndown or 

Ogmore by Sea. 

“You cannot quantify 
the saving of a life. We 
must put pressure on our 
AM, Carwyn Jones.” 

The council will write 
to First Minister Mr 
Jones to find out what the 
view of the Welsh 
Assembly Government is 
on this matter.

P ROTECTING 
our public 
services in the 
tough times ahead: 
This was one of the 
messages of the 
First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones AM 
at a Bevan 
Foundation confer¬ 
ence last week 
which marked his 
‘first 100 days’ in 
the post. 

He told the confer¬ 
ence that he would vig¬ 
orously pursue a fairer 
funding formula for 
Wales from the UK 
Government, but warned 
the delegates that after 
an unprecedented rise in 
public spending over the 
past 10 years, the 
Assembly Government 
would see a major ‘rein¬ 
ing’ in of its spending 
power. 

He said: “We need to 
be honest about the 
challenge - public 
expenditure will be very 
tight. It won’t be easy -

I am taking up this 
challenge in my new 
role as Finance Minister 
for Wales, leading a 
group of key people 
from across the public 
sector, from local gov¬ 
ernment, the NHS, the 
voluntary sector and 
trade unions, to drive up 
efficiency and innova¬ 
tion in the way we pro¬ 
vide our public services. 

Our first meeting was 
held last week in Cardiff 
Bay and the work we are 
undertaking together 
covers those key areas 
where we can be more 
efficient, effective and 
imaginative. 

This includes the way 
we procure contracts for 
the public and private 
sectors, securing value

Making the most of 
our assets in the public 
sector, such as land and 
buildings as well as 
engaging our workforce 
in the tough times that 
lie ahead is part of our 
remit, with the Wales 
TUC as a key partner. 

Fast Thursday, I was 
able to announce a new 
round of funding for 
‘Invest to Save’ projects 
which can deliver better 
public services and 
release savings in the 
NHS and local govern¬ 
ment. 

This strong drive for 
efficiency will enable us 
to protect front line jobs 
and services and help us 
to improve our public 
services in health, edu¬ 
cation, housing and 
social services. 

This accords with our 
new legislative powers 
announced this week to 
support people receiving 
care and treatment in our 
mental health services. 

The Health and Social 
Services Minister, 
Edwina Hart AM, intro¬ 
duced the new Mental

Lydia’s story 
strikes a chord 
in Cornwall 


Grilling for 
the Commons 
hopefuls 


LAST week’s GEM 
story ‘The Sound of 
Silence’ - in which 
Mrs Lydia Davies 
recalled the events 
of the Llandow air 
disaster in 1950 
drew a response 
from Cornwall. 

Mrs Davies (80) who 
at the time of the tragedy 
lived at Park Farm, 
Sigingstone with her 
parents Evan and Olwen, 
recalled how the family 
had cared for two sur¬ 
vivors of the crash, 
which had occurred in a 
neighbouring field. 

In total, 80 people 
died in the disaster and 
there were only three 
survivors. 

Pat Merrifield (78) 
who lives in Cornwall 
was excited to learn of 
the story in The GEM 
and to hear that Fydia is 
hale and hearty. 

She told The GEM: “I 
used to work with Fydia 
when I was 15 at the 
tailor’s shop at Flandow 
Aerodrome. Although 
we only knew each other 
for a short time, we were 
close friends and used to 


share a lot of laughs - 
we even shared the same 
birthday, May 21! 

“Fydia was two years 
older than me. I was 
later transferred to work 
in St Athan and we grad¬ 
ually lost touch. I 
remember reading that 
Fydia and her father had 
helped at the time of the 
crash.” 

Since, the 1940s Pat 
has lived quite a life. 

She married Brian, an 
RAF man, in 1949, had 
nine children, and has 
travelled the world, 
including such far flung 
places as Singapore, 
South Africa and 
Australia. 

Pat retired to Fiskeard 
in Cornwall seven years 
ago, but still finds time 
to visit South Africa to 
catch up with friends. 

She found out about 
Fydia’s story thanks to 
her sister Pearl, who 
lives in Flantwit Major 
and is a regular GEM 
reader. 

The GEM is helping 
Pat to get in contact 
with Lydia so they can 
both catch up on old 
times. Watch this space!

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‘Rescue helicopter 
cut-backs will put 
lives at risk’ - claim 


CONSERVATIVE 
regional AM Alun 
Cairns (South 
Wales West) says he 

will challenge the 
Ministry of Defence 
over its plans to 
scale back opera¬ 
tional hours for the 
air sea rescue heli¬ 
copter based at 
RAF Chivenor. 

Mr Cairns said that 
plans to withdraw this 
helicopter service at 
night, by reducing it from 
a 24-hour service to a 12- 
hour one, would impact 
on the safety of people 
along the south Wales 
coast. 

“I represent an area 
which stretches from 
Gower along Swansea 
Bay to the Vale of 
Glamorgan. Thousands 
of visitors flock to our 
coast daily in summer 
and I fear that lives will 
be put at risk by this pro¬ 
posal. 

“The Bristol Channel 
has dangerous currents 
and tides and we need a 


rescue helicopter service 
available 24 hours a day 
which is within easy fly¬ 
ing distance,” he main¬ 
tained. 

“The Ministry has said 
that from 2012 the area 
will be covered at night 
by crews from RAF 
Culdrose in Cornwall or 
RAF Valley in Anglesey. 
Both bases are further 
away - and in the case of 
Anglesey, it’s an hour’s 
flying time. The increase 
in time it will take to get 
a helicopter on station 
could literally mean the 
difference between life 
and death.” 

RAF Chivenor han¬ 
dled 339 call-outs in 
2009 - with more than 
100 of these taking place 
at night. 

“Opponents of the 
plan fear that the two 
other bases, which have 
their own areas to cover, 
will not have the capacity 
to take on the extra call¬ 
outs that this plan entails. 

“Only one crew is 
based at each site so once 
that’s on a call, there is 
no stand-by crew or heli¬ 


copter. This proposal 
could put lives at risk not 
just at sea but also in the 
mountains of south and 
mid Wales which 
Chivenor also covers.” 

Mr Cairns will back 
the campaign to keep 
Chivenor a 24-hour oper¬ 
ation. The main opposi¬ 
tion to MoD proposals 
has come from West 
Country councils, police 
forces and MPs, but the 
campaign is now seeking 
support from the Welsh 
side of the Channel.

BECAUSE YOU KNEW THEY WERE PREPARED TO BREAK THE LAW ’ - SAYS JUDGE 


Former South Wales CID chief 
jailed for ‘corrupt’ behaviour 


A FORMER head of 
South Wales Police 
CID was jailed on 
Monday for using 
his police contacts 
to gain information 
for his private 
investigation 
agency. 

Philip Jones (63) of 
Aberkenfig, near 

Bridgend, served 30 
years with South Wales 
Police and retired as 
Detective Chief 

Superintendent of the 
force’s Criminal 

Investigation Department 
(CID). 

He then launched a 
private investigations 
agency and persuaded 
colleague David Lloyd 
(55) of Pen-y-Fai, to pass 


him information from 
police computer systems. 

Jones also used free¬ 
lance investigator 

Christopher Barnett (37) 
to illegally pose as a cus¬ 
tomer to gain informa¬ 
tion from government 
and private institutions. 

The former detective 
admitted conspiracy to 
commit wilful miscon¬ 
duct in a public office 
and conspiracy to com¬ 
mit fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation at Bristol 
Crown Court in 
December 2008. 

Jailing him for 18 
months at the same court 
on Monday, Judge Simon 
Darwall-Smith slammed 
his behaviour as “cor¬ 
rupt” and criticised his 
“lack of moral fibre”. 

He said: “For a person 


of your age and former 
seniority, retiring at the 
rank of Detective Chief 
Superintendent, it sad¬ 
dens this court to see how 
you conspired with your 
friends David Lloyd and 
Barnett because you 
knew they were prepared 
to break the law to access 
information. 

“This lack of moral 
fibre on your part goes to 
the root of the corrupt 
culture existing in parts 
of the force. The public 
would be justifiably out¬ 
raged if you didn’t 
receive an immediate 
custodial sentence.” 

The court heard that 
Jones retired 10 years 
ago and set up Hillside 
Investigations. 

Lloyd retired as a 
Detective Constable at 
Bridgend police station 
in 2003 before being re¬ 
employed as a civilian 
casework director on the 
force's Investigative 
Support Unit (ISU). 

Jones began to pay 
Lloyd to carry out detec¬ 
tive work in his spare 
time. 

The court heard the 
pair also had an “agree¬ 
ment” through which 
Lloyd would be paid to 
pass on information from 


police databases which 
Jones could use in his 
investigations. 

Lloyd would use the 
police national computer, 
the Quick Address 
Search system and the 
Niche search system to 
perform address checks, 
searches for previous 
convictions, car registra¬ 
tion checks, and other 
information searches for 
Jones. 

The agreement lasted 
from September 2005 to 
January 2008, when the 
men were arrested after a 
lengthy investigation by 
anti-corruption police 
which involved bugging 
their cars. 

The court heard how 
audio tapes of the men 
discussing the handover 
of information were col¬ 
lected, and how the 
police set up an under¬ 
cover officer called ‘Raj’ 
to pose as a client want¬ 
ing information. 

At the same time, 
Lloyd had also been sup¬ 
plying police information 
to a man named Robert 
Morgan, a known crimi¬ 
nal involved in drug 
dealing. 

When Lloyd was 
arrested, he was found to 
be concealing more than

£200,000 of Morgan’s 
money in his attic. 

Last month, Lloyd 
admitted conspiracy to 
commit wilful miscon¬ 
duct while in a public 
office with Jones. 

He denied conspiracy 
to commit wilful miscon¬ 
duct in a public office 
and money laundering, 
namely the £200,000 
cash, with Morgan but 
was convicted at Bristol 
Crown Court. 

Sentencing Lloyd to 
four years imprisonment 
yesterday, Judge 

Darwall-Smith said: 
“David Lloyd, I take into 
account your reputation 
as a police officer but 
anyone listening to you 
give evidence to the jury 
could not help being 
amazed at your arro¬ 
gance. 

“You were entirely 
brazen in helping your 
friend Morgan and were 
prepared to conceal a 
quarter of a million 
pounds in cash for him. 

“As a former police 
officer, you told the jury 
that tax evasion was not a 
crime in your opinion. It 
seems there was one law 
for Dai Lloyd and one for 
everybody else. 

“It seems you made 


little secret of your rela¬ 
tionship with Morgan. 
You clearly enjoyed Mr 
Morgan’s high-life of fast 
cars, expensive jewellery 
and free holidays in 
Thailand, while you were 
receiving evidence that 
he was hands-on in drug 
operations. 

“The number of 
arrests and searches that 
came to nothing because 
you had pre-wamed the 
suspect through your 
friend Mr Morgan, does 
not bear thinking.” 

Christopher Barnett, 
who Jones used as a free¬ 
lancer, would pretend to 
be account holders at 
financial institutions, the 
DVLA and utility com¬ 
panies to gain informa¬ 
tion on case subjects. 

Barnett, of Vale of 
Glamorgan, who admit¬ 
ted one count of conspir¬ 
acy to co mmi t fraud by 
false representation with 
Jones and another count 
of fraud, was sentenced 
to 12 months’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for two 
years.

RESIDENTS of 

Ogmore-by-Sea are 
gearing up for 
another battle to 
stop the last pub in 
the village being 
demolished to make 
way for a block of 
flats. 

A planning application 
has been lodged with the 
Vale Council seeking 
permission to build 17 
flats on the site of the Sea 
Lawns Hotel by owner 
John Williams. 

A previous application 
to create 24 flats on the 
site was refused on 
appeal after a two-day 
public inquiry in 2006 
which was packed out by 
villagers. 

The inspector turned 
the appeal down on the 
grounds that it would 
result in the loss of an 
amenity to the communi¬ 
ty and to tourists visiting 
the Heritage Coast. 

He also said that the 
scale and design of the 
proposal was out of 
keeping with the sur¬ 
roundings. 


Villagers are being 
backed in this fight by St 
Bride’s Major 

Community Council, 
which has lodged seven 
objections to the plan. 

These include fears 
about increased traffic 
along a narrow single 
lane track leading to the 
site; overloading of the 
sewerage system and the 
fact that the development 
is out of scale and char¬ 
acter. 

They also protest at 
the loss of the last pub in 
the village, even though 
it has been closed since 
2005. 

Speaking to The 
GEM, Coun Chris 
Howells, who chairs the 
planning committee, said 
he was backing the fight 
to retain the Sea Lawns. 

“The loss of the last 
pub in Ogmore is unac¬ 
ceptable to a large major¬ 
ity of the people in the 
village. There are clear 
planning policy guide¬ 
lines, which emphasise 
the importance of retain¬ 
ing such community 
facilities in order to sus¬ 
tain communities. 


“There is no doubt that 
the loss of the village pub 
would be detrimental to 
village life and to social 
well-being in Ogmore- 
by- Sea. 

“The Welsh Assembly 
has policies aimed at cre¬ 
ating and retaining sus¬ 
tainable communities 
and the role of the pub is 
acknowledged.” 

Coun Howells stated 
that there were strong 
planning guidelines 
when the last pub in any 
community was under 
threat. 

“This is the only hotel 
within the Glamorgan 
Heritage Coast and it 
could play a huge role in 
developing tourism and 
also catering for visitors 
who need accommoda¬ 
tion or a meal. 

“Apart from that, it 
was also a place where 
villagers staged func¬ 
tions, got together or just 
popped in for a pint.” 

Mr Howells said that 
Ogmore-by-Sea is one of 
the largest villages in the 
Vale but it has no com¬ 
munity facilities. 

“We have no village 


hall or community centre 
so there’s nowhere at all 
people can get together. 
The Sea Lawns fulfilled 
that function.” 

He pointed out that 
there were plans to build 
a further 167 houses in 
Ogmore, which would 
increase the population 
and demand for facilities 
even more. 

A public meeting to 
discuss the plan has 
already taken place and a 
campaign group called 
‘Save the Sea Lawns’ has 
been re-activated to 
spearhead the fight. 

Mr Williams has 
argued in the past that the 
business was not viable 
because of a drop in trade 
caused by the smoking 
ban, and also the need for 
expensive adaptations to 
comply with the 
Disability Discrimination 
Act. 

The GEM was unable 
to contact him for a com¬ 
ment. 

Residents have until 
March 31 to make their 
views on the planning 
application known to 
Vale planners.

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MICROSOFT 
Office users will 
soon be encouraged 
by Microsoft to 
upgrade to the 2010 
edition. (The cur¬ 
rent version is 
Office 2007). 

For people like me 
(still happily using the 
2003 version) Ceri gave 
us a glimpse of what we 
are missing by showing 
us the major improve¬ 
ments incorporated into 
the 2007 edition. 

It will be useful when 
we have to decide 
whether to stick with 
2003; pick up a cheap 
offer for 2007 or go the 
whole hog to 2010 when 
we know what it is all 
about. Accordingly, there 
was much interest in the 
clear and thorough tour 
that Ceri gave. 

The feature most 
affecting the Luddites 
using 2003 is that there 
are new file types. It is 
also the feature that is 


easiest to come to terms 
with. 

The familiar ‘doc’ file 
extension became ‘docx’ 
for straightforward docu¬ 
ments. This allowed the 
software to recognise the 
use of XML (Extensible 
Markup Language). This 
is introduced to make 
information more usable 
over the Internet. It also 
means that 2003 needs 
help to open the files. 

2003 users can visit 
the Microsoft website 
and download a free 
compatibility package to 
enable them to open the 
later ‘docx’ files. (2010 
users have the facility to 
save their documents in 
an earlier format if they 
so wish.) 

The same download 
enables access to the 
other new types indicated 
by ‘docm’ if the docu¬ 
ment contains macros or 
‘dotx’ and ‘dotm’ simi¬ 
larly if they are templates 
without or with macros. 
A Macro is just a set of 


internal instructions con¬ 
tained in a document. 

There are also 
improvements in the way 
the computer presents 
itself to the user. 

The most noticeable of 
these is the ‘Ribbon’. 
Ceri explained that users 
of the earlier versions 
needed to be aware of the 
existence of the variety 
of Tool Bars that were 
available for special 
parcels of work. For 
instance, there are con¬ 
trols to help format and 
build a table within a 
document, but it requires 
knowledge of how to 
open a special toolbar for 
Tables. Now there is the 
word ‘Tables’ on the 
Ribbon where one click 
will open a Table tool 
bar. 

This principle is 
applied to many more of 
the previously hard-to- 
find features that many 
people had never become 
aware of. 

Even better, once you 
have created a table, if 
you click inside it at any 
time the table Tool Bar 
automatically appears 
and remains until you 
click outside the table 
and it goes away. Now 
THAT is an improve¬ 
ment!

Scrutiny of the evi¬ 
dence strongly suggests 
that the dead driver and 
his guard had changed 
trains with another crew 
at Old Street station the 
trip before the crash - 
and that the dead driver 
had only driven this 
change-over train once 
to Moorgate, whereupon 
it crashed.

I T is that time of 
year again 
where new envi¬ 
ronmental course 
river rod licenses 
are required to be 
renewed or pur¬ 
chased ready for 
April 1. 

Last year, some 4,100 
people were caught and 
fined up to £2,500 each 
for simply defying the 
law and failing to pur¬ 
chase a rod license. 

This year, an adult 
licence costs £26; junior 
under -16 £8, minor 
under-12 is free, but they 
have to be accompanied 
by someone over-16 with 
a rod licence. 

Time after time, 
anglers contact the 
Environmental Agency 
to report people fishing 
on privately owned 
ponds and lakes or rivers 
as they know these peo¬ 


ple do not have a licence 
and are trepassing. 

Environmental offi¬ 
cers have the power of 
arrest; will confiscate 
their rods and other 
equipment and can also 
take them to court. 

An environmental rod 
licence is not a pass that 
entitles people to fish pri¬ 
vate lakes or ponds or 
rivers, they have to 
become members and 
pay the fees as do we. 

So the advice I would 
give to all is: Get a rod 
licence, join a club, or go 
to day ticket waters 
(there are plenty around 
the Vale). 

Most tackle shops 
have application forms to 
join fishing clubs or 
places where you can 
fish for the day at a cost 
but you still need a rod 
licence.

This heritage may be promoted 
more vigorously in future as plans 
take shape to explore the possible 
connections that the town has to 
one of the greatest figures in 
British history - King Arthur! 

If this can be properly devel¬ 
oped, there is huge potential for 
Llantwit to become a centre for 
mass tourism of the sort that 
already exists in other Arthurian 
centres like Glastonbury and 
Tintagel. 

All the shops and businesses 
might benefit. Existing restau¬ 
rants, cafes and pubs could see an 
upsurge in visitors seeking 
refreshments while there is poten¬ 
tial for the shops to promote 
books, souvenirs and crafts. 

Llantwit traders are already in 
talks with the Vale Council’s new 


town centre manager Peter Lewis 
to promote the town in a variety of 
ways. 

It is fair to say that, at the 
moment, possible commercial 
developments in Llantwit are on 
hold while everyone awaits news 
of the Metrix development.

C OMEDIANS 
who move to 
dramatic fare 
are somewhat of a 
mixed bag; while 
Adam Sandler 
showed he could 
rein in his man- 
child tendencies in 
Punch-Drunk Love, 
Spanglish and 
Funny People, and 
Eric Bana has 
transferred from 
stand-up comedian 
to stand-out actor 
with the likes of 
Chopper and Troy, 
there have been 
many who have 
struggled to achieve 
the same acclaim. 

One comedian who 
has made the successful 
leap is Jim Carrey, who 
has balanced the likes of 


Dumb and Dumber and 
Bruce Almighty with 
Man on the Moon, The 
Truman Show and 
Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind. 

His latest sees him 
take on the true life tale 
of a con-man in I Love 
You, Phillip Morris. 
Carrey plays Steven 
Russell, a happily mar¬ 
ried family man who, 
after a car accident, 
reassesses his life and 
decides that not only is 
he gay, but also decides 
to live life to the fullest 
- whether that be legally 
or illegally. 

When he is impris¬ 
oned, Steven meets 
Phillip Morris (Ewan 
McGregor). Falling in 
love, Steven is intent on 
building the perfect life 
for the two of them out¬ 
side prison walls, and 
will do whatever it takes 
to achieve this, including 


a light spot of law break¬ 
ing... 

Stories of con artists 
and hustlers generally 
make for a quality view¬ 
ing experience. Whether 
it be Leonardo DiCaprio 
being pursued by Tom 
Hanks in Catch Me If 
You Can, or Nicolas 
Cage conning people in 
Matchstick Men, the 
dubious world these 
characters inhibit are 
always brought vividly 
to life, and rarely do 
they position the con 
artist as the bad guy. 

This much is true of

while it perhaps doesn’t 
quite scale the heights of 
those aforementioned 
works, it still makes for 
a pleasing experience. 

While the casting of 
Jim Carrey in the lead 
may lead some to 
believe this is an out- 
and-out comedy, it is a 
little more obscure than 
his mainstream fare.

crime. While the life of 
Steven Russell is an 
intriguing one in itself, 
Carrey plays the role 
broadly for comic effect, 
with the film occasional¬ 
ly lapsing into drama. 

Given his talent for 
both the comedic and the 
dramatic, Carrey is well 
suited to the role, yet 
tends to provide too 
much of the latter and 
not enough of the for¬ 
mer. 

The mugging is 
restrained, but the per¬ 
formance, while strong, 
could have benefited 
from being rooted a little 
more in reality than it is. 

A quality cast have 
been assembled around 
Carrey, and while they 
all bring the goods to the 
table, they are short¬ 
changed to a degree by a 
script that never gives 
them enough. Ewan 
McGregor seems to have 
been enjoying finding 
his feet in films that 
don't require as much 
star wattage, and follows 
up his role in The Men 
Who Stare At Goats with 
another warm and enjoy¬ 
able performance. 

Full of wide-eyed 
admiration for Steven, 
he shares good chem¬ 
istry with Carrey and is 
a solid foil to his co-star; 
it is just a shame that he 
is little more than a 
cipher for the story, 
being given no backstory 
or real depth. 

The same goes for 
Leslie Mann, as Steven’s 
ex-wife, and Rodrigo 
Santoro as his ex¬ 
boyfriend. Both charac¬ 
ters offer up decent 
turns, but it’s more a 
result of their abilities as 
actors rather than any¬ 
thing the script feeds 
them. 

It’s a shame that the 
supporting characters, all 
of whom play such a 
pivotal part in Steven’s 
life, aren’t given enough 


meat to give the story 
some dramatic weight, 
and while the actors 
inhibiting the characters 
work hard, it isn’t 
reflected in a screenplay 
that sidelines them. 

Screenwriters and 
directors John Requa 
and Glenn Ficara take 
the incredible nature of 
the story and craft a film 
that is high on chutzpah 
and ‘did that really hap¬ 
pen’ histrionics - some 
of Russell’s schemes and 
ideas are so full of 
bravura that they lend 
themselves perfectly to 
the frothy nature of the 
film. 

What they do a little 
less successfully, aside 
from offering a degree 
of depth to the events 
taking place, is work a 
way to get the events to 
gel. 

As the film pounds its 
way towards its conclu¬ 
sion, there is a notable 
tonal shift from light¬ 
hearted to something far 
more serious; it’s a shift 
with a sting in its tail, 
but even so, it feels a lit¬ 
tle awkward and takes 
the steam out of the 
film’s engines a little. 

I Love You, Phillip 
Morris is an intriguing 
and comedic proposition 
- its true-life origins 
make for a film that is 
highly interesting; while 
it may not hit stratos¬ 
pheric heights, the

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Victory brings a 
welcome breathing 
space, but a more 
testing time ahead

A S a disappointing 
Six Nations finally 
drew to a close, the 
relief on Welsh coach 
Warren Gatland’s face 
was palpable at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday. 

Two victories may have 
been a poor return from a 
frustrating campaign in 
which his team had persist¬ 
ently shot themselves in the 
foot, but it could have been 
so much worse! 

While the 33-10 home win 
over Italy was as welcome as 
it was necessary, to stave off 
his inevitable critics, the 
New Zealander knows they 
will not be kept at bay for 
long should there not be a 
marked upsurge in Welsh 
fortunes, amid concern that 
Team Wales had lost its way 
since the exhilarating Grand 
Slam in 2008. 

There is no doubt, as was 
proven in the vastly- 
improved display on 
Saturday, that certain key 
individuals have been badly 
missed of late, particularly 
in the absence through 
injury of the Lions’ front 
row. 

Gethin Jenkins, Matthew 
Rees and Adam Jones were 
finally reunited against Italy, 
and with the return of scrum 
half Mike Phillips, the revi¬ 
talised Welsh team looked a 
totally different proposition 
against a battling Italian 
side that had already beaten 
fellow Wooden Spoon can¬ 
didates Scotland. 

However, Gatland well 
knew that nothing less than 
a convincing victory over the 
Six Nations’ so-called ‘min¬ 
nows’ would silence the neg¬ 
ative mutterings and at least 
end the campaign on a posi¬ 
tive note. With the set piece 


problems that had haunted 
previous matches at last 
sorted out (particularly the 
previously malfunctioning 
lineout) giving man-of-the- 
match outside half Stephen 
Jones the space and time to 
do what he does best, con¬ 
trolling proceedings, the 
threequarters were freed to 
at last show glimpses of their 
true worth. 

Suddenly, Wales were 
scoring tries again, with 
James Hook gliding through 
for two touchdowns and a 
third added by the not-to- 
be-denied Shane Williams in 
the second half. 

On the other wing, accom¬ 
plished teenager Tom Prydie 
made a very impressive 
international debut and with 
full back Lee Byrne return¬ 
ing to something like his old 
form, promising opportuni¬ 
ties were being created in 
abundance as Wales finally 
found themselves playing on 
the front foot. 

However, the squad also 
knew that victory over Italy 
and the scrambled last-ditch 
win over Scotland cannot 
disguise deep-seated short¬ 
comings that surfaced in 
recent months and will cer¬ 
tainly need to be put right 
long before the Rugby 
World Cup comes along next 
year, if Wales hope to match 
the All Blacks et al. 

Wales now appear rooted 
in fourth place in the Six 
Nations table and will have 
to show a considerable 
improvement, with far stern¬ 
er tests to come against the 
southern hemisphere giants, 
beginning with the South 
African world champions in 
June followed by a short two 
-test tour of New Zealand. 

In contrast, France now 
seem to be proceeding 
smoothly along a well- 


ordered path laid out by 
coach Marc Lievremont, 
buoyed by their Grand 
Slam-deciding 12 -10 win 
over England in Paris. 

Ireland’s Triple Crown 
expectations were abruptly 
dashed by Scotland’s unex¬ 
pected 23-20 victory at 
Croke Park. The unlucky 
Scots have been a revelation, 
under their new coach Andy 
Robinson and deserved 
more than their misleading 
place languishing near the 
foot of the table. 

They are justified in their 
belief that they should have 
beaten both England and 
Wales. 

Be that as it may, the 
result against Italy has given 
the Welsh camp a welcome 
breathing space. 

At least they avoided the 
final ignominy of a Wooden 
Spoon and now have an 
opportunity to regroup, 
address the problems mani¬ 
fested during the tourna¬ 
ment, and focus afresh on 
the strategy for 2011. 

Gatland’s squad will need 
to put behind them the frus¬ 
trations and disappoint¬ 
ments of a nondescript Six 
Nations in which no team 
stood out with the quality of 
their play. 

Wales were too often 
undone more by their own 
error-strewn shortcomings 
and lack of discipline than 
by superior opposition. 

Despite the encouraging 
recovery shown against the 
resilient Italians, lessons are 
still there to be learned if 
Wales are to step up to the 
much higher level needed, 
before being exposed to the 
far harsher glare of the 
World Cup spotlight.
